‘Ho said’ we had withdrawn from the 
affairs of the world ‘in sullen and self- 
4h isolation,’’ after our soldiers won 
the ‘“‘war for right,’”” and that the happy 
Memories of those “*never-to-be-forgot- 
ten days in November’ of 1918 were 
‘forever marred and embittered for us’ 
by our refusing to “‘bear any responsible 
part in the administration of peace and 
establishment of the rights won by the 
‘war. ve

“Tonight's address was Mr. Wilson's 
first public speech addressed directly to 
ttie nation since his collapse during the 
Treaty ratification fight. 

He delivered his méSsage into the ra-

8:30 o’clock. He spoke for less than ten 
minutes, as was originally expected, and 
his voice was heard distinctly and clear- 
ly for hundreds of miles. 

Though his voice was husky at the 
opening, it grew better as he proceeded. 

The air had been cleared for’ his 
words, ‘the radio installation was ready, 
and the auditors throughout the country 
listening in were on the qui vive. 

The Washington radio broadcaster 
briefly’ announced at 8:28 that Mr, 
Wilson would talk.

Text of Address by ex-President Wilson 
On ‘The Significance of Armistice Day’ 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Following is 
the text of ex-President Wilson's ad- 
dress by radio tonight: 

“The anniversary of Armistice Day 
should stir us to great exaltation of 
spirit because of the proud recollection 
that it was our day, a day above those 
early days of that never-to-be-forgotten 
November which lifted the world to the 
high levels of vision and achievement 
upon which the great war for democ- 
cragy and right was fought and won; 
although. the stimulating memories of 
+-that happy time of triumph are forever 
marred and embittered for us by the 
shameful fact that when~.the victory 
was won—won, be it. remembered— 
chiefly by the indomitable spirit and 
ungrudging sacrifices of our own incom- 
parable soldiers — we turned our backs 
upon our associates and refused to bear 
any responsible part in the administra- 
tion of peace, or the firm and permanent 
establishment of ‘the results of the war— 
won. at so terrible a cost of life and 
treasure—and withdrew into a sullen and 
selfish isolation which is déeply ignoble 
because ‘manifestly cowardly and dis- 
honorable. 

“This. must always be a source of 
deep mortification to us and we 
inevitably be forced ‘by the moral o 
gations, of freedom and honor to re- 
trieve that fatal error ‘and assume once 
more the ‘role of courage, self-respect 
and helpfulness which every true Amer- 
ican must wish to regard as our natural

“The only way in which we can 
worthily give proof of our appreciation 
of the high significance of Armistice 
Day is by resolving to put self-interest 
away and once more formulate and act 
upon the highest ideals and purposes 
of international policy.

The early crowd which gathered at

Anthropologist Begins “Labor of 
Love” at Johns Hopkins,

BALTIMORE, Md., Noy, 10. —Recover- 
ing from malaria that became virulent 
as soon as_he arrived from South Amer- 
ica, Dr. Adolph H. Schultz, anthropclo- 
gist of the Department of Embriolocy 
of the Johns Hopkins Hospital,-has be- 
gun ea labor of love—the sorting out of 
800 skulls, including many .1 monkeys, 
from South America, that seem to bear 
out the theory of human évolution from

Standard Oil May Take Part 
In Developing Rumania Field 


BUCHAREST, Nov: 10.—The Ru- 
manian Government has decided to 
encourage the development of 60,000 
acres of Government-owned oil lands 
by a private company, half Rumanian 
and half foreign.

SAYS ARMY IS FOR WORKERS 


And Polish Reactionaries Cannot 
Against Own People or 
the Germans.

MOSCOW, Nov. 10.—“Poland is not a 

barrier,” says the headline over an arti- 
cle in the Pravda. commenting on the 
news that Cracow, temporarily at least, 
is in the hands of striking workers who 
had been joined and armed by a section 
of troops sent to suppress them. 
‘ The writer alludes to a recent speech 
by Trotsky wherein he ‘said: “Poland 
can be either a bridge or a barrier be- 
tween Russia and Germany.’’ On that 
occasion Trotsky gave his opinion that 
should the workers of North Germany 
reach the point of establishing a prole- 
tariat Government, it would be impossi- 
ble for the forces of reaction to crush 
them without the aid of the Polish 
Army, in which case, he added, Russia 
would reerve liberty of action, though 
otherwise disinclined to intervene save 
with food. 

The writer in the Pravda deduces from 
the fraternization of the troops with the 
strikers in such a clerical and reaction- 
ary stronghold as Cracow, that the Pol- 
ish Fascists-cannot count on the mass of 
their army as an instrument of reaction- 
ary oppression whether directed against 
their own people or their German com- 
trades. In regard to the former point 
at any rate the best informed foreign 
opinion in Warsaw appears to agree 
with him. 

Indeed the non-communist people with 
whom I talked in Warsaw a few days 
ago went so far as to say “‘if the head- 
quarters of the Communist Internation- 


al was in Paris, London, Rome, so aed 
dam or any where but oscow 
could regard. a Communist dictatorship 
here as a corusinty before Winter ends. 
But Moscow—the mere name of Russia 
stinks in Polish nostrils. Even the 
Polish Communists cannot forget what 
Poland suffered and I tell you. not one 
of them believes in his heart that he 
- pret a Russian Cossack.as a bro- 

er

CANADIAN PROHIBITION. 

A few weeks ago the people of Man- 
itoba voted against prohibition .and de- 
cided to put the sale of intoxicants into 
Government hands, ‘substantially, after 
the manner of Quebec... Last week 
Alberta followed the example. She had 
lived under prohibition’ for seven years. 
She was not satisfied with the results. 
An illegitimate trade in liquors of -in- 
ferior quality was. carried on. Drinking 
Was not stepped. Conditions wére worse 
than’ before prohibition.. Meanwhile, she 
was losing a substantial revenue and 
her taxes were high. She-saw. Quebec 
and British Columbia, and moré recently 
Manitoba, deriving a ‘considerable rev- 
enue from the system of Government 
regulation, working well, morally and 
socially. 

Four propositions ‘were submitted to 
the \Alberta voters: Should prohibition 
go on? Should beer be sold in licensed 
houses? Should beer..be sold by Gov- 
érnment agents to private -persons? 
Bhould the Government control the 
gale of all liquors, “beer to be con- 
“sumed on licensed premises and in pri- 
“ vate residerices, Winés and spirits to be 
“ purchased in limited quantities under 
“permit issued by the Government ahd 
“under Government ¢ontrol and regula- 
“tion?” This fourth and last proposal

regulation. The drinkers will get a bet- 
ter drink, the Provincial Treasury will. 
bé fattened. ‘The habitual violation ‘of 
the law will be ended.

The yearly fire bill of petroleum pro- 


ducers in the United «States runs into 


staggering figures, . states. the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, following an inves- 
tigation made by Bureau of Mines engi- 
neers. . Statistics compiled by the bu- 
reau, covering a 10-year period, and in- 
cluding only the more extensive fires, 
indicate total losses of approximately’ 
18,000,000. barrels, of ofl. and more than 
5,000,000,0000 cubic feet of natural gas. 
In-the 3-year period 1918-1920, fires in 
storage farms, pipe-line systems, and 
refineries. caused an aggregate loss of 
about $14,000,000. An ofl tank fire’ at 
Beaumont, Texas, in July, 1922, caused 
damage of $2,000,000; oil fires through- 
out -the country in’ the same month 
caused more than. $3,000,000 damage.
